Popular Vote 


The Republicans have their own | 
estimates of the probable yote. | 
It does not reflect great optimism. | 
The party’s own private polls re- | 
veal the following guesses: 


The popular vote will be close. 

The South will show Nixon gain- 
ing South Carolina in addition to| 
the states carried by Eisenhow- | 
er. (‘These were Texas, Florida, | 
Virginia, Louisiana and Tennes- 
see.) The survey estimates an 
even break for Nixon in the South. 


The GOP polls have Nixon 
ahead by 51 to 49 in the Midwest. 
It should be understood that these 
polls are private. And that they 
should indicate so close a race in 
the corn and wheat states is sig- | 
nificant. The same polls show Ken- | 
nedy leading in the East by 51 to 
49. The word ‘‘East”’ is ambigu- 
ous. It is not known whether the 
GOP includes the big industrial 
states of Ohio, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania in this poll of the 
East. 


The GOP headquarters people 
also admit, in private, they do 
not understand what happened to 
their candidate as a personality. 
The first debate was a shocker. | 
But in the following appearances | 
he has not measured up to the | 
pre-campaign concept of him as) 
a vital, dominating, compelling | 
leader. None of the GOP people 
have an explanation. They are 
puzzled and disturbed. Even those | 
who think they will win are un-| 
happy about the image of the vice 
president: as a candidate. They 
think he will lack the prestige to 
work with the Democratic con- 
gressional majority. 


Religious Issue 


The GOP poll includes, of 
course, the religious issue. It is 
interesting, and astonishing, that 
the Republicans do not consider 
this to be the great GOP ad- 
vantage which many Democrats 
believe it to be. 


The Republican poll indicates 
that Nixon will receive only about 
9 per cent of the Catholic votes 
as compared with about 50 per 
cent for President Eisenhower in 
1956. If this poll should be reason- 
ably accurate, the result would be 
a boon to Kennedy in the indus- 
trial states whose electoral votes 
could be decisive. 


On the subject of the television 
and radio debates, the GOP ad- 
mits a blunder. 


“Tf Nixon had refused,”’ said 
their spokesman, “he would not 
have lost anything. Only a few 
Democrats would have _ been 
angry. There was no precedent 
for debates. But, here again, we 
come back to our puzzle. We 
thought Nixon would really clob- 
ber Kennedy. This was the only 
reason for agreeing to the de- 
bates. We were sure Kennedy was 
a sucker to agree. Now we know 
that we gave him one thing all his 
wealth could not have bought; 
namely, a national exposure to 
more than 70 million persons in 
the very first one. And the vice 
president chose that time to be at 
his worst.” 


These are the basic findings of 
the private GOP polls. The Re 
publicans still hope to win.

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Age Limit Law Is 
Destructive to State 


Among other recommendations to the 
General Assembly, the GEA’s legislative 
committee calls for repeal of the present 
law prohibiting students from enrolling in 
state colleges beyond certain age limits. 

The law, adopted in 1959, provides— 
with exceptions—that no applicant who 
is over 21 may be admitted to undergrad- 
uate schools and no applicant over 25 
may be admitted for graduate training. 
It was another of those segregation meas- 
ures which in practice is proving destruc- 
tive. 

Most educators are opposed to the law 
and legislators who are honest with them- 
selves must see that it is harmful to the 
state’s educational effort. The very idea 
of putting an age limit on opportunity 
for learning is wrong. But when it serves 
to deprive the state of highly trained per- 
sonnel badly needed in our developing 
economy, this law is self-defeating and 
vicious. 

In a speech here yesterday, Rep. 
Chappelle Matthews, chairman of the 
University System Committee of the 
House of Representatives, pointed out 
that the need for graduate degrees is 
growing daily. Within a few years a mas- 
ter’s or Ph. D. degree may be as essential 
as a bachelor’s degree is today. 

But Georgia restricts the opportunity 
for both graduate and undergraduate de- 
grees. The end result will be to restrict 
development of the state. 

By all means, the law should be re- 
_ pealed.

Dr. William F. Quillian passed away 
here Wednesday after a lifetime of service 
to education and to the Methodist Church.

The Spanish Civil War 
Offers Lesson for Today 


In recent weeks two news stories have 
mentioned an episode out of history that 
is already beginning to fade and blur, 
the Spanish Civil War of the late 1930s. 


- One story told of Dr. Theresa Casuso 
of Cuba, who had quit Castro’s govern- 
ment because she “could not serve dis- 
honesty.” The other told of the death of 
Soviet missile boss Mitrofan Nedelin. 

“Dr. Casuso was the widow of a Cu- 
ban writer who died fighting for the Loy- 
alists in the Spanish Civil War,” the 
news stories said. ‘“Nedelin first won 
military fame in the Spanish Civil War, 
where he served as an artillery advisor 
to the Loyalist forces from 1936 to 1939.” 


That Dr. Casuso’s husband and Nede- 
lin were allies then is of no consequence. 
There are thousands of people like Dr. 
Casuso and her husband all over the 
world who are always wrong for the 
right reasons; thousands who are used 
and betrayed by “loyalists” and Castros. 
And there are just as many who know 
their purpose and the way to further it 
from the start, like Nedelin. 


What is of consequence is that what 
happened in Spain in the 1930s was a 
part of what was happening and not hap- 
pening everywhere in the world—and had 
a meaning for Americans then and now.

Foreign Policy 
Isn't THE Issue 


EN ROUTE WITH NIXON—The Nixon cam- 
paign how moves with a quiet but desperate in- 
tentness, as winter suddenly falls upon the scene 


through which we travel. The real problem is to pick up the big in- 
dustrial states like Pennsylvania and Ohio in which we have been 
moving. The problem and the techniques are not, therefore, really 
different from what they were a week ago on a quite similar Kennedy 


campaign train through Michigan. 

What this man, Nixon, says, is, 
or course, different in some ways 
from what Kennedy had said in 
the whistle-stopper in Michigan. 
For campaign purposes the two 
candidates deeply differ on for- 
eign policy — on what to do about 
the Chinese offshore islands and 
on Castro’s Cuba. But though this 
is billed as the “‘big’’ issue of the 
campaign it is not the real issue 
at all. John Kennedy in the White 
House or Richard Nixon in the 
White House would, in fact, act 
about the same way in any for- 
eign crisis. Fer our foreign policy 
has in simple fact, though not 
in partisan political terms, long 
since been fixed in a single mold, 
no matter which party might be 
in control at the White House at 
a given moment. 

What really separates them is 
the only homely gut issue of all 
our politics: How far should the 
federal government go in in- 
fluencing, or controlling, the 
economy of this country? 

This is — putting apart the 
howling hoopla of the campaign — 
intellectually the best argument 


Nixon could make against Ken- 
nedy. But it is a tactic having 
dangers as well as opportunities. 
It has already somewhat reas- 
sured old-line Republicans, who 
had felt that Nixon was not 
being ‘‘tough’’ enough. It appeals 
to all in the nation who live on 
incomes, whether pensions 
or stock certificates. It will draw 
more contributions from business 
people whose money has thus far 
been not too quick and ready. 

But it is, most definitely, a 
tactic also of danger. To classical 
economists the Nixon views on 
this point are _ undoubtedly 
“right.”” There is, however, also 
the chance that these views for 
a “sound” dollar may remind 
many of Herbert Hoover and 
Calvin Coolidge.

My judgment is that the ques- 
tion of national prestige is a poor 
basis on which to vote—and I 
believe I can offer a better basis. 


U.S. prestige was highest from 
1946 to 1951 when we had an 
atomic monopoly and when U.S. 
economic policy, primarily the 
Marshall Plan, was saving the 
economy of all Western Europe. 


U.S. prestige suffered its se- 
verest setback in 1951 when the 
Soviets acquired the atomic bomb 
and the U.S. lost the atomic 
monopoly. 

There have been two other 
major setbacks during the past 
seven years. One stemmed from 
Russia's spectaculars in outer 
space. 

The other ‘setback is the Soviet 
lead in the development of inter- 
continental ballistic missiles. 

As a result of these achieve- 
ments the Gallup Poll found that 
more people in eight of 10 coun- 
tries thought the Soviet Union 
would hold the leading position 
in science in another decade 
than the United States. Sen. Ken- 
nedy uses this poll as a principal 
argument that U.S. prestige is 
slipping badly. 

But this evidence, while cer- 
tainly hurtful, is far from con- 


question of prestige. 


of the United Nations a majority 
of its members has never voted 
contrary to the position taken by 
the American government. There 
are those who dismiss the U.N. 
votes as an inadequate baro- 
meter of U.S. prestige. But I 
would think that these votes are 
a more informative guide than 
random guesses as to who will be 
ahead in science ten years from 
now. 

Further, the conduct of Pre- 
mier Khrushchev at the U.N. 
General Assembly this fall low- 
ered Soviet prestige and the con- 
duct of President Eisenhower 
brought rising support to the 
West. 

National prestige fluctuates 
greatly due to factors sometimes 
within our control, sometimes not. 
It cannot be accurately measured. 

I suggest a different basis. Both 
candidates are committed to the 
same goals—more power, more in- 
fluence, and more activity by the 
U.S. in the contest with the Com- 
munist world—and better eco- 
nomic growth at home. 

I suggest that the basis for de- 
ciding how to vote is not ro 
spongy issue of ‘“‘prestige’ but 
rather: Which man and which

Smiles fit into this group of 
things God has thrown in on 
the side. And though some folk 
insist that the appropriate face 
for religion is somber gravity, 
the fact remains that good news, 
including that of the Gos- 
pel, should be accompanied by 
smiles of enduring significance.

Dr. G. Baley Price, professor 
of mathematics, University of 
Kansas, and executive secretary 
of the Conference Board of the 
Mathematical Sciences, pointed 
out the importance of mathemat- 
ics in an interview: 


“We are at war with the Soviet. 
It is not a shooting war, but it is 
a struggle for existence, never- 
theless. It seems to me that the 
missiles and the hydrogen bombs 
have reached the stand-off stage, 
and the struggle will be waged in 
man’s minds. 


‘The key to this struggle is edu- 
cation—particularly the sciences, 
and mathematics is the key to the 
sciences.

Actions aimed at hurrying up 
planning on two proposed traffic 
improvement projects were ap- 
proved Thursday by Fulton Coun- 
ty’s commissioners.

More than an hour of heavy 
shooting echoed in the wealthy 
Biltmore section Wednesday 
night, reportedly from police and 
military patrols firing at a low- 
flying plane. | 


Two Americans were picked up 
Thursday and held, without 
charges, for investigation. Some 
arrests have been made recently 
in connection with alleged illegal 
currency transactions. 


The Americans are named as 
Guy Thompson, 51, an engineer 
from Sevierville, Tenn.; and 
Meyer Fuchsberg, 42, textile ex- 
ecutive from New York City. 
Thompson has long been a resi- 
dent here and was seized as he 
prepared to return to his family 
in the United States. 

A Canadian and a Cuban with 
him were held on suspicion of 
espionage after they supposedly 
acted suspiciously in a restaurant. 
The Canadian was identified as 
Charles Golonbek of Toronto. 


In Pinar del Rio, a military 
tribunal sentenced an alleged 
member of ‘‘a Western anti-Com- 
munist organization” to 9 years’ 
imprisonment.

Excess Food to Needy

proval Thursday to a no food plan designed to “relieve the suf- 


fering of needy peoples.” 


The plan, as outlined by its 
sponsors, would atilize studies 
and recommendations of the Food 
and Agriculture Organization and 
other United Nations. agencies to 
make available to recipient na- 
tions ‘“‘the largest practicable 
quantities of surplus food.” 


The surplus nations, chiefly the 
United States and Canada, would 
make their own arrangements in 
the transfer of foodstuffs. The 
method most frequently mentioned 
is that now utilized by the United 
States; sale at low cost and in 
local currencies. 


In giving unanimous approval 
to the heavily amended 800-word 
resolution, the assembly met a 
deadline set up a week ago by the 


United States, originator of the 
plan. It had been asked that final 
action be taken in time to send 
the resolution to Rome by Friday, 
when the council of the FAO ends 
its current meeting. 

The council could then call on 
its director general to study the 
feasability of the proposal in co- 
ordination with other U.N. agen- 
cies and report its findings to the 
July session of the Economic and 
Social Council. The plan might 
then go into operation. 


Despite the assembly’s unani- 
mous endorsement, a number of 
speakers from Asian, African and 
Latin nations took the rostrum to 
warn against the dangers of re- 
leasing surplus commodities on 
the world market.

But there arer people who have 
tried all the well-publicized meth- 
ods yet still have bad breath.

But remember that other things 
can be involved: Bad teeth, sinus 
or nasal infection, infected tonsils, 
infected gums and infections far- 
ther down in the respiratory tract.
